You are hereby notified to meet at the Grafton Fire\Ambulance Station, Grafton, New Hampshire, on Saturday 
the 11" of February, 2012 at 9:00 AM for the first session of the Annual Town Meeting to discuss, debate and 
amend the town budget and all warrant articles listed below, except Article #1 (election of officers). 


You are hereby further notified to meet at the Grafton Fire\Ambulance Station, Grafton, New Hampshire, on 
Tuesday the 13” of March, 2012 for the second session of the Annual Town Meeting to vote by official ballot on 
elected officials and all warrant articles that are listed below. The Polls will be open from 8:00 AM to 7:00 PM. 


1) To choose all necessary officers for the ensuing year, including: Selectman - 3 years; Treasurer -1 year; 
Moderator - 2 years; Budget Committee - 3 years; Trustee of the Trust Funds - 3 years; Library Trustee - 3 
years; Cemetery Trustee - 3 years; Supervisor of the Checklist - 6 years; Planning Board - 3 years; and 
Planning Board - 3 years. 


2) Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including appropriations by special warrant 
articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the 
warrant, or as amended by the vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein totaling $917,729. 
(amended at Deliberative Session) Should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be $906,655, 
which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous actions of the Town of Grafton, 
or by law or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13X and XVI, to 
take up the issue of a revised budget only. NOTE: This article (operating budget) does not include special or 
individual warrant articles.

If approved, those meeting 
the appropriate criteria will receive a $15,000 exemption on their property assessment. This Article appears 
at the direction of the Department of Revenue Administration. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) for the 
purpose of paving town roads. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000) to be placed 
into the previously established Fire Apparatus Capital Reserve Fund. 
The Selectmen recommend this article / the Budget Committee recommends this article. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) to be 
placed into the previously established Bridge Capital Reserve Fund. 
The Selectmen recommend this article / the Budget Committee recommends this article. 


To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1A for the 
purpose of constructing a new town office building and to raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand 
dollars ($10,000) to be placed into this fund and to appoint the Board of Selectmen to act as agents to expend. 
The Selectmen recommend this article / the Budget Committee recommends this article. 


To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) for the purpose of 
hiring a part time police officer. If Article #2 (the operating budget) passes this article will be null and void. 
(Amended at the Deliberative Session on February 11, 2012. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) for the purpose of hiring a part time police 
officer.”) 


To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of twenty six thousand five hundred and fifteen dollars 
($26,515) to purchase a 2012 Ford F250 with plow and to fund this appropriation by withdrawing twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000) from the previously established Highway Department Capital Reserve Fund with 
six thousand five hundred and fifteen dollars ($6,515) to be raised by taxation. 


10) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty-six thousand nine hundred sixty four 


dollars ($36,964) for the purchase of a new police vehicle and to fund this appropriation by withdrawing 
$18,000 from the previously established Police Vehicle Capital Reserve Fund, with the balance of $18,964 to 
be raised by taxation. (Amended at the Deliberative Session on February 11, 2012. “To see if the 
Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of thirty six thousand nine hundred sixty four dollars 
($36,964) for the purchase of a new police vehicle. To fund this appropriation by authorizing the 
withdrawal of twenty four thousand dollars ($24,000) from the already established Police Vehicle 
Capital Reserve Fund and twelve thousand nine hundred sixty four dollars ($12,964) coming from 
taxation.” ) The Selectmen recommend this article / the Budget Committee recommends this article. 


11) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) for the 
restoration of the Town’s historical records. 


12) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,895 for the purpose of paying the Grafton Library 
staff in order for the Grafton Public Library to be open two hours daily, Monday through Thursday from 
3:30pm to 5:30pm, while the Public Schools are in session starting April of 2012. (By Petition) (Amended 
at the Deliberative Session on February 11, 2012. “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,895 for the purpose of paying the Grafton Library staff so that the Grafton Public Library may be 
open two hours daily, Monday through Thursday, 3:30pm to 5:30pm, while public schools are in 
session starting April 2012.” ) 

The Selectmen do not recommend this article / the Budget Committee does not recommend this article. 


13) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of eight thousand nine hundred and seventy-six 
dollars ($8,976) for the restoration of the Town’s historical records. To be funded by a grant from the State of 
New Hampshire and will have no impact on taxation. (Amended at the Deliberative Session on February 
11, 2012. “To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of nine thousand nine hundred 
seventy three dollars ($9,973) for the restoration of the Town’s historical records. To be funded by a 
grant from the State of New Hampshire and will have no impact on taxation.”) 


14) Shall we modify the elderly exemptions from property tax in the Town of Grafton, based on assessed value, 
for qualified taxpayers, to be as follows: for persons 65 years of age up to 75 years, $15,000; for a person 75 
years of age to 80 years $20,000; for a person 80 years of age or older $25,000. To qualify, the person must 
have been a New Hampshire resident for at least three consecutive years, own the real estate individually or 
jointly, or if the real estate is owned by such person’s spouse, they must have been married for at least 5 
consecutive years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of not more than $20,000 or if married, a 
combined net income of less than $27,000 and owned net assets not in excess of $40,000 (if single) or 
$50,000 (if married), excluding the value of the person’s residence. 


15) Shall we modify the disability exemptions from property tax in the Town of Grafton, based on assessed value, 
for qualified taxpayers, to be as follows: the person is eligible under Title I] or Title XVI of the federal Social 
Security Act, must have been a New Hampshire resident for at least five years, own the real estate 
individually or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by such person’s spouse, they must have been married for 
at least 5 consecutive years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of not more than $20,000 or if 
married, a combined net income of less than $27,000 and owned net assets not in excess of $40,000 (if single) 
or $50,000 (if married), excluding the value of the person’s residence. 


16) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand two hundred and forty dollars 
($2,240) to establish a fitting memorial to our former Librarian, Myrtle Cooper, and for other library purposes 
and programs. This article will be funded solely by donations already received and held by the Library 
Trustees for this purpose, not by general taxation, and will be administered by the Library Trustees. This 
article to be non-lapsing for five years according to RSA 32:7, VI. 

The Selectmen recommend this article / the Budget Committee recommends this article. 


17) Shall we permit the public library to retain all money it receives from its income-generating equipment to be 
used for general repairs and upgrading and for the purchase of books, supplies and income-generating 
equipment? 


18) To see if the Town will vote to appoint the Selectmen as agents to expend from the Library Capital Reserve 
Fund previously established in 2004. 


19) To see if the Town will vote to rescind the action taken in 1982 Town Meeting to elect Planning Board 
members and instead have the Planning Board members appointed by the Selectmen, designating one 
Selectman or administrative official of the Town as an ex-officio member and appointing 4 other persons who 
are residents of the town as appropriate. Pursuant to RSA 673:2,II(c), this article shall take effect 
immediately upon adoption by the Town Meeting and the Selectmen shall forthwith appoint members in 
accordance with RSA 675:5; however, the Planning Board shall continue in existence and the elected 
members in office may continue to serve until their successors are appointed and qualified. 


20) To see if the Town will vote certain provisions to allow an exemption of taxes on Woodheating Energy 
Systems as defined in RSA 72:69 of the State of New Hampshire as of the date of any assessments affected 
by these provisions. These certain provision are: 

a. That any expenditure for a Woodheating Energy Systems so defined, or any separate valuation thereof, 
shall be excluded from taxation, such that the amount of exemption shall not exceed the additional 
assessed value to the property for such systems. 

That application for an exemption shall be governed by the provisions of RSA 72:33, 72:34 and 72:34-a. 

c. That this statute shall remain in effect until rescinded. These provisions are proposed in accordance with 
RSA 72:27-a, and RSA 72:70 of the State of New Hampshire. (By Petition) 


21) To see if the Town will vote certain provisions to allow an exemption of taxes on Wind-Powered Energy 
Systems as defined in RSA 72:65 of the State of New Hampshire as of the date of any assessments affected 
by these provisions. These certain provisions are: 

a. That any expenditure for a Wind-Powered Energy Systems so defined, or any separate valuation thereof, 
shall be excluded from taxation, such that the amount of exemption shall not exceed the additional 
assessed value to the property for such systems. 

That application for an exemption shall be governed by the provisions of RSA 72:33, 72:34 and 72:34-a. 

c. That this statute shall remain in effect until rescinded. These provisions are proposed in accordance with 
RSA 72:27-a, and RSA 72:66 of the State of New Hampshire. (By Petition) 


22) To see if the Town will vote certain provisions to allow exemption of taxes on Solar Energy Systems as 
defined in RSA 72:61 of the State of New Hampshire as of the date of any assessments affected by these 
provisions. These certain provisions are: 

a. That any expenditure for a Solar Energy Systems so defined, or any separate valuation thereof, shall be 
excluded from taxation, such that the amount of exemption shall not exceed the additional assessed value 
to the property for such systems. 

That application for an exemption shall be governed by the provisions of RSA 72:33, 72:34, and 72:43-a. 

c. That this statute shall remain in effect until rescinded. These provisions are proposed in accordance with 
RSA 72:27-a, and RSA 72:62 of the State of New Hampshire. (By Petition) 


23) To see if the Town of Grafton will vote to sell the town owned building and accompanying land known as 
“Town Hall” located on Turnpike Road, the sale of which will be by public auction which shall occur within 
six months of passage of this article. (By Petition) 


24) To see if the Town of Grafton will vote to instruct the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee to 
REDUCE the annual town budget by ten percent for the next 3 years. (By Petition) 


25) To see if the Town will vote to direct the governing body of the Town of Grafton to appoint a Capital 
Improvement Program committee to prepare and amend a recommended program of municipal capital 
improvement projects projected over a period of at least six years. The sole purpose and effect of the Capital 
Improvements Program shall be to aid the Selectmen and Budget Committee in their consideration of the 
annual budget. (By Petition)

Selectmen’s Report 


2011 was another active year for the Town of Grafton. The Board of Selectmen had a busy year 
addressing various issues. The Board understands the importance of being fiscally responsible. This 
becomes more crucial because of a poor economy for the past several years. 


One of the objectives of the Board is to keep taxes as low as possible. This year’s taxes actually 
went down! We were able to offset taxes with money from the general fund. The Board monitors 
the budget and reviews our procedures to make sure we are operating the Town in an efficient 
manner. 


This past year has been a year for transition in the police department. Police Chief Merle Kenyon has 
retired from his post. The Board wishes to thank Chief Kenyon for his many years of service and 
dedication, and we wish him well in his retirement. Russell Poitras was elected to be the new Chief 
of Police. The Board welcomes him and looks forward to working with him for the benefit of the 
Town. 


The Grafton Christian Fellowship has donated the “Town Common” to the Town. This centrally 
located parcel has been the location of many town events over the past years. It is the location of the 
Veteran’s Memorial. It is a historic property and we are pleased that it is now officially part of the 
Town. We thank the Grafton Christian Fellowship for their generous gift. 


Another major event was the replacement of two bridges. Replacement of the temporary bridge on 
Mill Brook Road with a new bridge was completed in September. The width has gone from one lane 
to two. No longer do we have to worry about those wooden planks popping up and creating a safety 
issue. The Davis Road Bridge near Huff Beach was also replaced. This bridge was widened from 
less than two lanes to a full two lane bridge. This, in addition to raising the grade of the road, has 
made the intersection of U.S. Route 4 easier and safer to negotiate. The bridge was completed in 
November, on schedule, despite having to deal with two early season snowstorms. 


Tropical Storm Irene paid a visit to Grafton in 2011. The result was nearly $275,000 worth of 
damage to our roads. Some road beds were washed out down to the underlying bedrock. The bridge 
on Lower Meadow Road was completely destroyed. The roads were rebuilt and this unexpected 
expenditure put pressure on our highway budget. The funds have been recovered via a FEMA grant. 
Quick action by the Road Agent, working with state and federal officials to expedite our 
reimbursement, resulted in Grafton being eligible for significant re1mbursement of its expenses to 
recover from this disaster. Our Road Agent, Bobby Bassett, deserves our thanks for his diligence in 
this matter. Plans are being developed to rebuild the Lower Meadow Bridge in 2012. 


The goal for the roads in 2012 is to complete any work left from Irene’s damage and to resume 
regular grading of our roads. We are working with the Highway Department to develop plans for the 
balance of the year. 


The Selectmen meet the first and third Wednesdays of each month at 6:00 PM. The public is 
welcome and encouraged to attend. We look forward to seeing you there!

VOLUNTEER HOURS GIVEN: 


During 2011 the members of Grafton Volunteer Ambulance donated approximately 5,337 hours of their time 
to provide the residents of Grafton with Emergency Medical Services. This is an average of 648 hours per 
EMT (some more / some less) and a total of approximately 195 hours by the support members. 


The average hourly rate of paid EMTs is from $11 to $19 an hour depending on experience and level of 
licensing. At the mid-range rate of $15 per hour, the services provided to Grafton by the volunteers of 
Grafton Ambulance are equivalent to labor costs of $80,057. The members of GVA are pleased to serve 
Grafton in this manner and hope to continue to serve for many years to come. 


CALL & PATIENT SUMMARY: 


From 1/1/2011 to 12/31/2011 our TOTAL # of CALLS was 154, during which 156 patients were treated. 
These calls are categorized as follows: 


No Transport or Cancelled 58 calls 59 patients 
Fire Support 5 calls 5 patients 
Transport - no insurance 6 calls 6 patients 
Transport - with insurance 68 calls 69 patients 
Mutual Aid provided 6 calls 6 patients 
Mutual Aid received 11 calls 11 patients 


AMBULANCE OPERATING BUDGET EXPENDITURES: 


The total approved Operating Budget for Grafton Ambulance in 2011 was $23,220 with $13,220 being paid from 
the Operating Budget directly and $10,000 being paid from the Insurance Revolving Account. Of this $23,220, 
expenditures were made in the amount of $23,197.99 (OB=$13,218.29 + RA=$9,979.70). We are pleased to be 


within our budget even though we had 39 more calls than the 115 calls on which the Budget was based. 
2011 SUMMARY: 


We are thankful that 2011 has been a safe and successful year for the members of the GVA service and that we 
have been able to fulfill our commitment to provide quality Emergency Medical Services to our patients and 


community throughout the year. Your continuing support is greatly appreciated.

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Cemetery Trustee Report for 2011 


We are pleased to begin the year with a full membership of the Cemetery Trustees who along with the 
cemetery supervisor help to oversee the eight town-maintained cemeteries. 


A notice for cemetery help was posted, resulting in the hiring of three employees who maintained six 
cemeteries, in addition to three volunteers maintaining two cemeteries. A tripod has been borrowed to be 
used to right headstones and a new weed trimmer has been purchased. 


The work began with the annual spring cleanup, removing winter's gifts of leaves and branches in time for 
spring's blessing of extra rain that resulted in the need for additional mowing and trimming into summer. The 
wind storms with the inevitable downed limbs were a constant reminder that many of the trees, particularly 
those at Pine Grove, are in need of attention or removal, which the Board of Selectmen has been informed of 
by the Cemetery Trustees. 


Pine Grove grave sites were limed and seeded. Hardy Hill Cemetery’s fallen headstones have been righted or 
repositioned, and roadside grass has been reseeded. Huntley Cemetery’s stone walls have been cleared of 
overgrowth and most of the stone walls repaired. 


Cemetery Trustees are still searching for plot maps, grave sites and cemetery records that have been placed in 
storage for safe keeping. 


The cemetery trust fund and the interest earned was an important issue this year that did not come to a 
complete closure. 


A presentation from a Boy Scout for a project towards his Eagle Scout badge was heard, and the Cemetery 
Trustees are awaiting the finalized proposal. 


The Trustees are grateful to all for helping and supporting our efforts in maintaining and improving the 
cemeteries in town. 


The Trustees invite all to attend the meetings, welcome suggestions and invite volunteers to contact us to 
further future improvements.

Emergency Management 


Emergency Management is responsible for the coordination of the various town departments and outside 
resources in any emergency, which can exceed the normal resources of departments to mitigate manmade and 
natural disasters. Emergency Management includes the training of volunteers, employees and private sources 
in their role during an event. An ongoing evaluation of various emergency protocols helps in pre-planning of 
resources that are used during an event. 


Storm Irene arrived in Grafton on the 29" of August. The weather alerts allowed the various departments in 
town to pre-position resources. There was a large wood chipper and many private chainsaws at the fire 
department. The ambulance and fire departments had all personnel at the station, and the road agent had 
arrangements with local contractors prior to the storm. The progress of the storm was monitored at the fire 
station using information from the national weather service via the internet. The storm was tracking straight 
for Grafton until about 20 minutes to impact, then it shifted west. The results were 5.5 inches of rain in 
Grafton, and at White River Junction, rain was in excess of 11.5 inches. 
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Damage in Grafton was confined to mostly roads and bridges. During the storm, fire and ambulance 
personnel were mobile throughout the town in assessing the ongoing damage. The road agent working with 
local contractors quickly restored the roads to passable condition. Grafton, New Hampshire faired a lot better 
than Grafton, Vermont where businesses and homes were damaged. 


The residents of Grafton should prepare their own emergency supplies. Such items as canned food, alternate 
heating source, and battery powered radios should be in everyone’s emergency kit. During an emergency, the 
town resources may be overwhelmed. The time to plan is now for your own comfort and safety.

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The Grafton Volunteer Fire Department responded to 4 structure fires in Grafton this year. We also 
responded to our mutual aid partners’ structure fires, providing critical water and support functions. 


It is important to have working smoke detectors and carbon monoxide alarms. Change batteries at least 
yearly, and check monthly. Every family should have an evacuation plan for their home. Practice your plan, 
especially if your home has more than one floor (in height). 


This past year we received a gift of a hose tester from the Grafton Fire Auxiliary. The tester will allow for 
proper checking of fire hoses which will result in safer operations and reduced costs of hose replacements. 
The Auxiliary also donated several rolling cabinets for the kitchen. We thank the donors and the Grafton Fire 
Auxiliary for their efforts. 


The Grafton Volunteer Fire Department needs more members to fulfill our mission. We not only need fire 
fighters, but support personnel also. For anyone wishing to join, the Fire Department meets every second 
Monday of the month at 7:00 pm.

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Grafton Historical Society 2011 Year End Report 


The society enjoyed a most successful year. We collaborated with the recreation committee to 
celebrate the town’s 250" anniversary of its founding in July. Concomitant with that glorious 
celebration we reopened the museum to the public. 


We consider the museum’s reopening to be our crowning achievement for the year. Many who 
visited it have concurred with this assessment, finding the exhibits marvelous. After the celebration 
we established regular visiting hours on Sunday afternoons from 2:00 to 4:00 through October. 


The museum closed for the season on October 30, the day before Halloween. Trick or treating 
began a day early, for the town was blanketed in a surprise 9” snowfall! But we rose to the occasion 
and hosted a snow man building party with some local families. The result was a “Kodak moment” 
with a snow man gracing the entrance to the museum. 


As we approached the Thanksgiving and Christmas holidays we decided to hold a holiday social at 
the museum. The social was “kicked off’ by caroling down Library road to the museum decked out 
in wonderful Christmas decorations. There we served refreshments and shared conversation with our 
guests. 


To augment the donations that we received this year, we embarked on publishing a calendar. This, 
too, was a learning experience for us. Due to the extremely high cost of the inks used in printing the 
calendars, we were only able to publish a limited number of the calendars. These costs pushed up 
the price of the calendars which we suspect dampened the enthusiasm of many potential buyers. 
Fortunately our advertisers covered the printing costs so that we didn’t lose any money on this 
project. Next year we will be better versed in producing a calendar. 

Looking ahead to next year we plan to: 

e Finish the wood work and exhibits in the museum 

¢ Seek a lease of the town’s pole barn in order to expand our exhibit space 


¢ Resolve our “taxing situation” with the town pertaining to our losing our education exemption on 
the carding mill 


¢ Set the tramp house onto a permanent foundation and begin its restoration 

¢ Continue to fund raise to finance our goals 

¢ Develop educational programs and events on historical topics 

e Further maintain the Pine Schoolhouse (we may have some volunteer help from Bowdoin and 


Dartmouth Colleges to assist us in this endeavor) 


The mission of the Historical Society remains to preserve Grafton’s history and its traditions to bring 
its citizens together to appreciate what there is here. At the kiosk set up by the Rail Trail across 
from the general store there is a flyer listing the attractions that can be found in Grafton. There is 
only one listing, a porta potty next to the store. There is more than a porta potty to be enjoyed in 
Grafton. Let’s change that perception! 


Monthly meetings are held on the last Wednesday beginning at 6:30 p.m. at the museum.

This year our circulation was 4,727, up a whopping 50%! And residents’ visits totaled 2,412! There are 
several reasons for this: expansion of hours on Monday evenings, availability of laptop computers and high- 
speed internet access, the increase in our DVD collection and, of course, our great book collection and staff. 


A large achievement this year was a grant the library received from the Children’s Literacy Foundation (Clif). 
We were able to choose $2000 worth of new children and youth books from their expansive catalog. They 
also gave us approximately 50 new books to hand out to the children of Grafton, which we did during a fun 
event we organized on the rec field that included a BBQ and a kickball game. They also held a storytelling 
event at Canaan Elementary School which was very well received. THANK YOU CLiF! 


The library’s technology was vastly improved with our first full year of high-speed wi-fi and public laptop 
availability. The internet usage totals above do not include the many folks who park outside to take 
advantage of our wi-fi which is left on 24 hours a day. This year, thanks to Elaina Bergamini, we are on 
Facebook as well. The public can ask questions and find information about future events as well as great 
photos and stories of past events. Check it out. We hope to get a website up and running soon also. 


Another exciting addition to the library this year was the availability of Ruggles Mine passes. The owners of 
Ruggles Mine generously donated four passes the library can loan out to Grafton residents. Come take 
advantage of this opportunity to spend a day with your family at this local popular attraction. 


We held 9 library-sponsored events this year including a winter sliding party and a gingerbread house making 
event. Dereth Dubuc once again generously donated her time and expertise in running the children’s summer 
reading program, Book-Nics, at the town hall. We held a yard sale on Memorial Day weekend raising much 
needed funds. Thanks to the Cooper/Hackeman family for the items they donated. We post all these events 
at the library, the post office, and on Facebook. Please come join us!

This coming election, the voters will see an important change in the presentation of the library budget. In the 
past, only that portion of the library budget financed by town taxes was presented on the ballot for the voter’s 
approval. In additional to those funds, the library trustees have traditionally used funds controlled by the 
trustees to enhance services at the library, including: internet service provided at the library, laptops and 
supporting software, a printer, and supplies. These moneys came from various fund raisers and generous 
donations to the library over the years. This year, the library’s budget will appear on the ballot as $9,794.00, 
which if approved, $6,544 will come from taxation and $3,250 will come from library-held assets. 


It is important to realize that since the proposed library budget for 2012 is part of the town budget, rejection 
of the town budget would cause the town and the library to revert to the default budget and we would not be 
able to spend any of the library funds that we hold. Therefore the Library Trustees ask for your support in 
passing the 2012 town budget in order that we may continue to use the library funds to enhance services. 


There will also be several separate warrant articles that deal with other library issues on the ballot: 


Article # 16 “To see if the town will raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand two hundred and forty 
dollars ($2,240) to establish a fitting memorial to our former librarian, Myrtle Cooper, and for other library 
purposes and programs. This article will be funded solely by donations already received and held by the 
Library Trustees for this purpose, not by general taxation, and will be administered by the Library Trustees. 
This article to be non- lapsing for five years according to RSA 32:7, VI.” 

Trustee Comment: Myrtle Cooper, our former librarian, continues to support her library even in death 
through the generous donations given in her name. We would like to ensure that she is remembered. 


Article # 17 "Shall we permit the public library to retain all money it receives from its income-generating 
equipment to be used for general repairs and upgrading and for the purchase of books, supplies and income- 
generating equipment?" 

Trustee Comment: We allow patrons to use our printer/copier/fax machine for a small fee. Passage of this 
article would allow us to use the income to keep up these unique Grafton services. 


Article # 18 “To see if the town will vote to appoint the selectmen as agents to expend from the Library 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established in 2004.” 

Trustee Comment: The library chimney is leaking and the basement periodically takes on water. In addition, 
cracks are appearing in the masonry of the walls. W e would like to protect this town asset, and since the 
capital reserve fund was established just for this purpose, naming agents would allow us to have the needed 
repairs done this year.

Planning Board Report 


The 2011 Grafton Planning Board is comprised of Brian Fellers, Chairman (2013); Bob Hull, Secretary 
(2014); Jay Boucher (2012); and Rosalie Babiarz (2012). The Selectmen Ex-Officio is Steve Darrow (2012). 
The numbers following the names are the year the members face reelection. Jeremy Olson has been selected 
as an alternate. 


In Grafton for the year 2011 there were 4 subdivisions. 


The Planning Board has reduced its cost of operation in the year 2011. The Board accomplished this by the 
members of the board performing tasks that were previously paid services. We feel that acting in this manner 
is the responsible thing to do. Further savings to landowners were realized by eliminating unnecessary and 
redundant meetings with landowners and their agents. 


In light of these facts the Planning Board has reduced its budget request from the $500 that was raised in 2011 
via taxation to an amount equal to the actual expenditures of 2011. This was approved unanimously by the 
Planning Board. By doing this the Board is doing its part to keep our cost to the taxpayers in check. 


The Planning Board meets the second Wednesday of each month at 7:00 pm at the Town Office Building. 
The public is welcome and invited to attend.

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Grafton Recreation Committee 


Over the course of the past two years the Recreation Department has been extremely busy. A new play 
structure was added at the playground and most of the equipment was painted. The huge pine tree on the edge 
of the road was removed because it was becoming a major safety issue, and took away from any sort of shade 
there may have been at the playground. 


Several new picnic tables were purchased and water-sealed, to replace the ones that were old and worn out. 
The bandstand was brought up to level, paneled, partially painted and lighting was installed to alleviate the 
problem of hanging electrical cords. The fry-o-later was repaired and some of the electrical wiring in the cook 
shack was updated along with the outside outlets. The storage shed was moved across the field and painted. 
We will be repairing and replacing the doors this year so it may be used as a storage unit for outside equipment 


In 2010, three porta-potties were purchased and repaired to normal working order. This cut the cost of rentals, 
as we only needed to rent a handicap accessible unit for the Independence Day. We still have them serviced 
throughout the summer, at minimal cost, and the library utilizes one of them for part of the year, making this 
purchase very worthwhile. 


One of the most amazing events this past year occurred when Grafton, during our annual Independence Day 
Celebration, joined many other towns in the Upper Valley in celebrating our Semiquincentenial (250") 
Birthday. The Historical Society hosted many of the day’s events, including: the Grand Opening of the 
renovated museum; an amateur photo contest; and demonstrations of old fashioned rock cutting, 
blacksmithing, and wool spinning. 


On the recreation field a number of critters, not seen locally or endangered, were viewed by old and young 
alike. The Granite State Hunting Retriever Club did demonstrations and a pet show was held as well as a 
music program. The Boston Cane was presented to Charles Frost and the parade Grand Marshalls were former 
Grafton Fire Chief / Forest Warden Paul Gove and former Grafton Librarian Mary Lou Gove. Throughout the 
day, visitors to the event enjoyed the several vendors who were set up. The evening was filled with musical 
entertainment and then Grafton’s most wondrous fireworks display. 


The other event that was held this year was the “Circus Came to Town.” This event was a great success, as 
those who attended enjoyed it greatly and expressed hopes that they can come again. It has been several years 
since the last circus came to town.

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2011 Road Agent’s Report 


The year 2011 for the Highway Department came and went with many challenges: two new employees, a 
damaged truck on the 13" of January which we were without all winter while being repaired, many storms and 
a lot of snow made long hours for the Highway Department. 


Spring came early in April and the Highway Department started fixing roads, grading, hauling gravel, raking 
with the york rakes to fill mud and potholes and replace short or rusted-out culverts on many roads during the 
summer. The Highway Department maintained the trucks and equipment throughout the year and also 
prepared the trucks for winter by installing the sanders and wings. 


The Department hired a grader operator, 32 hours a week, for the summer and fall and kept him on for plowing 
and sanding in the winter. 


The Highway Department assisted and oversaw two state and town funded bridges being replaced by K.A. 
Stevens & Son. Millbrook Bridge and Davis Road Bridge were both completed before winter by the same 
contractor. I would like to thank Josh Stevens and his employees for a great working relationship with the 
Highway Department. 


Toward the end of August Tropical Storm “Irene” came to town with torrential rains and in a short period of 
time washed out Wild Meadow Road, Millbrook Road, Turnpike Road, Prescott Hill Road, Fowler Road, 
Riddle Hill Road, Razor Hill Road, 
Gifford Hill Road, Wentworth Road 
and lost the bridge on Lower 
Meadow Road. Tropical Storm 
“Irene” was declared a_ disaster

which made FEMA funds available. 
The repairs to the roads cost 
$274,930.61 and the town has been 
reimbursed 75% by FEMA 
($206,197.98) with whom the Road 
Agent met and filed all the 
paperwork. A temporary bridge was 
put in on Lower Meadow Road until 
spring 2012 at which time it will be 
replaced by either the Highway 
Department or by a hired contractor. 


I would like to thank the Board of

I continue to strive for good communication with the taxpayers as well as responding to the many mortgage 
companies and realtors to expedite closings and tax payments. With the addition of the computer network at 
the Town Clerk’s Office I have been much more available to the taxpayers who need information or who wish 
to make payments. This has proven to be a very worthwhile, very low cost expense. 


The Town Treasurer and I have worked together monthly to balance our payments and to this end we balance 
to the very penny every month! We have both found that balancing monthly we have become more efficient 
and we can save hours of work. 


Twice a year billing (July and December) has proven advantageous to the Town, with available monies for 
running the Town and less need for borrowing. Many taxpayers comment that it is easier for them also, to 
come up with the funds to pay their taxes. 


It is confusing for taxpayers to understand the role of the Tax Collector is just that — to collect the taxes; that 
the Board of Assessors (the Selectmen) directs him/her to collect. The Tax Collector has no authority to grant 
waivers, forgive interest, assess taxes or take property. They simply collect taxes for which they receive a 
warrant and follow the law that directs him/her in the processes. If you disagree with your assessment; have 
questions or concerns regarding your assessment you must address those concerns with the Board of 
Selectmen. It has been a challenging year this year as Tax Collector as the economy has made many taxpayers 
angry and frustrated and it is a difficult time for many to pay taxes. 


As always, if my car is outside the office, my door is always open and I am more than happy to assist you.

2011 was a sad year for the Town Clerk’s Office as medical problems forced Cherie Caputo to resign her 
position as Deputy Town Clerk. Cherie has been part of the Town Clerk’s Office since 2003. Many 
customers come in and express their disappointment in not seeing her here. I too miss Cherie and could not 
have transitioned into the position as Town Clerk without her help. We are hoping that she will someday be 
allowed to return part-time. 


The extended hours seem to benefit the townspeople. I have received very positive feedback regarding the 
availability and the opportunity to stop on their way to work on Friday mornings. 
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The most exciting news coming from the Town Clerk’s Office this year is the fact that I applied to the New 
Hampshire State Library — Conservation License Plate Grant Program for $10,000 to restore some of the 
Town’s old records and although I was not granted $10,000, we did receive $9,973 towards this restoration 
project. A certain portion of each Moose Plate sold in the State of New Hampshire goes to support these 
grants. I also applied to the Mascoma Foundation, but unfortunately we were not awarded any money. I will 
continue to seek funds to go on with this very worthwhile project. I have asked the Board of Selectmen to 
include a Warrant Article on this year’s warrant to raise $5,000 towards this project and I hope that you, the 
voters, will support it. The total estimate for the next 18 books is approximately $39,000 but it is history that 
will truly be lost if we don’t go forward with the restorations. 


This year we will face 4 elections, January 10", March 13" (Town Election), September 11" (State Primary) 
and November 6" (General Election). These are very busy times for the Town Clerk’s Office. If for any 
reason you cannot be available to vote in person, please remember that you can always request an Absentee 
Ballot. You do not need to be physically disabled. It may be a case your work hours do not meet the polling 
hours. I encourage you to request your absentee ballot early, as one of the complaints I hear too often is that a 
voter did not receive his or her ballot in time to return it in time to be counted. The ballots are always sent out 
as soon as I get the request so you must request early! You can request via the request form or simply a letter 
with your signature on it. Please contact me should you have questions. 


It has been a pleasure working with the townspeople and I look forward to serving you in the upcoming year.

Meeting the needs of our clients and being fiscally 
responsible to the town has become more difficult due to economic changes. Many people have become 
jobless and with that, there has been a loss of health insurance, money for food, rent, mortgages, etc. 


In the coming year, possible cuts in assistance by the state and federal governments related to social security 
disability benefits, old age assistance, food stamps, child care assistance, temporary assistance to needy 
families (TANF), fuel assistance, and aid to the permanently disabled may end up forcing towns to become 
responsible to fill in the gaps. 


The department has done its very best this year to watch out for your tax money, yet be fair to those who have 
come to us for assistance in these tough times. Let’s hope things get better for all of us.

Grafton Trustees of the Trust Funds 
2011 Annual Report 


The following are the highlights of the Trustees’ work for 2011: 


Early in the 2000’s the Trustees erroneously expended principal along with the annual interest distributions 
from the medical, cemetery and library trusts. Principal is never to be expended. We have been instructed by 
the State Attorney General’s office that the base principal of the trust funds must be restored. After much 
research and deliberation, we established the base principal amounts for the trust funds. The base principal 
amounts are: medical trust $25,000; cemetery trusts $43,284; library trusts $4,200. The library trusts are the 
only ones which currently have a balance below the base principal amount. Therefore, the library may not 
receive any interest distributions until the base amount is restored. 


The 2010 interest was distributed from both the medical and cemetery trusts in 2011. The cemetery trustees 
received $1,649.58. The $2,959.30 medical interest was disbursed; the Good Neighbor Clinic $2,459.30 and 
the Grafton County Senior Citizens Council $500 for medical transportation. The library interest was used 
towards the restoration of the library base principal amount. 


The Pine Grove Cemetery Trust was increased $1,050 during the year from perpetual care contributions 
through the purchase of cemetery plots. 


The Trustees of the Trust Funds were audited by Mason Rich this year. All books and records were found to 
be accurate and in order. 


In October, when the capital reserve CDs matured, all the funds were withdrawn from Hampshire First Bank 
and deposited in Lake Sunapee Bank. Lake Sunapee was offering a slightly higher interest rate for CDs. Now 
all the capital reserve funds are held at Lake Sunapee Bank and all the trust funds are invested with UBS. 


In 2011 twenty-five people received their $20 medical reimbursement for a total of $500. REMEMBER... 
Every Grafton resident is eligible to receive this medical reimbursement annually. Just send or bring to one of 
our meetings a medical (including dental and eyes) bill for each Grafton resident for whom you would like 
reimbursement. We will return your medical bill(s) with the check. This is all thanks to our forefathers who 
wanted each Grafton resident to have medical care. 


The MS-9 follows in this report. Due to space limitations, the MS-10 is available from the Trustees and/or the 
Town Office by request.

Saturday, February 12, 2011 


Officials Present: Selectmen George Curran, Chairman, Stephen Darrow and David Rienzo, Budget 
Committee members Bradford Grange, Chairman, Edward Grinley and Sean Frost, Treasurer, June 
Burrington, Supervisors of the Checklist Mary Warren, Marguerite Conley, Lloyd Danforth, Moderator 
Dorothy Campbell and Town Clerk Bonnie J. Haubrich. 

Moderator Dorothy Campbell called the meeting to order at 9:00am. Attendees stood for the Pledge of 
Allegiance and moment of silence for those Grafton residents who had passed away this past year. 
Moderator Campbell then asked for a show of hands of non-voters. One person indicated that he was a 
not a registered voter and Moderator Campbell asked him to move to the front of the room. She then 
asked the voters if they would allow non-voters to speak on issues presented. Vote: Yes — 36, No — 5. 
(Vote passed.) 


Moderator Campbell then went through the rules for the day and continued with the reading of the 
Warrant through Article #2. Motion by George Curran to waive reading the complete Warrant. Seconded 
by Steve Darrow. Vote: Yes — 49, No-1. (Vote passed.) 


Article #2: Shall the Town raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not including appropriations by 
special warrant articles and other appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget 
posted with the Warrant, or as amended by the vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein 
totaling $897,818. Should the article be defeated, the default budget shall 

be $955,833, which is the same as last year, with certain adjustments required by previous actions of the 
Town of Grafton, or by law, or the Governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with 
RSA 40:13X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised budget only. NOTE: This Warrant Article 
(operating budget) does not include special warrant articles or individual warrant articles. 


Motion to discuss by Steve Darrow. Seconded by June Burrington. 


Moderator Campbell asked the body if they wished to go line by line or to consider the bottom line figure 
of $897,818. 


Motion by Steve Darrow to go to the bottom line figure of $897,818. Seconded by Richard Blair. 
Vote: Yes -33, No-8 (Vote passed.) 


Brad Grange, Budget Committee Chairman, thanked the efforts and hard work of both the Budget 
Committee members, the Selectmen and the Department Managers. He asked the body to turn to page 6 
of the Budget Committee handout which presented a summary of the individual departments. He then 
reviewed the analysis and asked attention be paid to the 2010 actuals versus the Budget Committee 
recommendations. He again thanked the Selectboard for holding down the expenditures. Steve reminded 
the body that there had been a typing error on the ballot last year which caused a budget revote, which 
failed, reverting the budget back to the default budget, which was actually higher and noted that the board 
tried to follow the direction of the voters by returning funds to reduce the tax rate for 2011. He also 
referenced the good managing done by department managers to hold their budgets within check. 


Jennie Joyce offered a motion to limit consideration. Moderator Campbell refused to accept the motion 
stating that proper time had not been allowed for amendments. 


Amendment by Deb Clough and seconded by Tina Pope: Article #2: Shall the Town raise and 
appropriate as an operating budget, not including appropriations by special warrant articles and other 
appropriations voted separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the Warrant, or as 
amended by the vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein totaling $98,718. Should the 
article be defeated, the default budget shall be $955,833, which is the same as last year, with certain 
adjustments required by previous actions of the Town of Grafton, or by law, or the Governing body may 
hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised 
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budget only. NOTE: This Warrant Article (operating budget) does not include special warrant articles or 
individual warrant articles. 


George Curran asked Debbie to explain her reasoning for increasing the budget. Deb stated the extra 
funds would be directed to the Library to pay for additional hours for the Librarian which would allow 
them to open on Mondays April through December. She informed the body that during Myrtle Cooper’s 
illness and because of her death in October the Library was manned by volunteers for 3 months and 
according to the law a Librarian must be paid and the position cannot be filled by volunteers. She further 
noted that if they had had to pay for a Librarian there would not have been enough money in their budget. 
Jay Boucher asked Deb to provide the RSA/law to substantiate that comment. Deb noted that she did not 
have the RSA/law readily available with her. Suzanne Rowe, Library Trustee, noted that she had 
volunteered many Wednesday evenings through December and that her intention is to step down as a 
Trustee enabling her to dedicate more time for fundraising for the Library next year. 


Brian Fellers asked Deb Clough why she had not included this amount in the Library operating budget. 
He clarified that if the body did vote to increase the bottom line; it would not necessarily go to the 
Library. Deb stated that she trusted that if the Selectmen knew the intent for the request they would honor 
it. Jeremy Olson suggested paying the “volunteers” $1.00 to cover the payment requirement. Sharon 
Duffy noted that an employee must be paid minimum wage, therefore that would not be allowable. Brad 
Grange suggested increasing only the Library operating budget by the $900.00. Moderator Campbell 
stated that it would not be allowed as the body had chosen to vote on the bottom line, not line by line. 
George Curran called the question. 


Vote on Amendment to Article #2: Yes — 23, No — 25 (Motion failed.) Reverted back to original Article 
#2. 


Motion by John Babiarz to limit reconsideration on Article #2. Seconded by Rich Blair. Yes —33, No- 1. 
(Motion passed.) 


Article #3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $40,000 to be placed in the 
previously established Bridge Capital Reserve Fund. This appropriation will allow for completion of the 
Millbrook and Davis Road Bridge replacement projects and any unused funds will remain in the Capital 
Reserve to be used for future bridge projects. (approximately $.32 per $1,000). 


Motion to discuss by Steve Darrow. Seconded by Richard Blair. 


Steve offered an amendment as follows: “To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $20,000 to be placed in the previously established Bridge Capital Reserve Fund. Approximately $.16 
per $1,000.”) Seconded by George Curran. Steve explained that we have 2 bridges which need 
replacement and hopefully these bridges would be completed this year. He stated that with the present 
Capital Reserve funds and the 80/20 payment by the State of New Hampshire we would be approximately 
$20,000 shy. He stated that the original estimate proved to be approximately $20,000 higher than 
anticipated. Susan Frost asked if these funds would accomplish both bridges slated for renovations. 
Steve affirmed it would include both. He noted that the 2™ bridge would not be put out to bid right away, 
but that the funds would be sufficient. | Tina Pope asked if both bridges actually needed renovation. 
Steve explained that the Millbrook bridge is on loan from the State of New Hampshire and our lease 
expired approximately 10 years ago. He further noted that the Davis Road bridge was located at a 


hazardous intersection and a one-lane bridge which also has some structural problems. He informed the- 


body that the State does not have any other Grafton bridges “red flagged” at this time. Sharon Duffy 
asked if we came in short with the monies raised if we would be required to hold a “special meeting”. 
Steve stated that HEB (engineering firm) assured the Board that the projects would not go over bid. Rich 
Blair asked if the Road Agent agreed with the plan.

Brad noted that the Budget Committee had supported this request last year and continue to be in favor of 
it. Steve Darrow stated that the Board requested this article last year, not realizing that they already had 
the authority, the article failed, therefore it took their authority away. He further stated that this article 
would allow the Board to apply these funds against the contract costs for the assessing firm this year. 


Motion to limit reconsideration on Articles #3 and #4 by George Curran. Seconded by Rich Blair. Yes — 
46, No—0. (Motion passed.) 


Article #5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $25,000 for the purpose of 
paving Town roads. (approximately $.20 per $1,000). 

Motion to discuss by Steve. Seconded by George. 

Brad Grange stated that in the past the Road Agent has requested $40,000 for these articles and they have 
failed, and since the voters seem to approve the $25,000 the Budget Committee was willing to approve 
$25,000. Brad noted that he had recently gone to a workshop and learned that the “intent” of a warrant 
article had to be made clear or it would have to be listed as a “special warrant article”. Steve stated that 
the intent of the Road Agent and the Selectboard is to utilize these funds for “repaving” as $25,000 would 
not even accomplish 50 feet of new paving. He stated that with the monies available last year the 
Highway Department was only able to put on a “skim coat” and if the Town doesn’t want to lose its few 
paved roads these roads need repair soon. Susan Frost asked if the article should read “repave”. Clara 
Isley suggested more specific information be included in the article, especially noting which roads would 
be repaved. Steve explained the logic of not noting the precise roads due to emergent problems, winter 
changes and prejudice for personal gain. George noted that in the past the warrant articles have been 
presented exactly as this one and have gained support of the taxpayers. 


(Motion 
passed.)

He 
noted that one of our cruisers has approximately 50,000 miles and the other slated for replacement has 
approximately 140,000. Steve responded that it is inevitable that putting a little in the Capital Reserve 
each year lessen the burden when it is time to purchase.

He stated that the grader is in need of replacement, which would cost approximately $250,000. He noted 
that it has been costly to keep up the repairs on an old machine. 

Motion to limit reconsideration on Article #5 through #8 by George Curran. Seconded by June 
Burrington. Vote: Yes — 40, No—0. (Motion passed.) 

Article #9. To see if the Town will vote to adopt RSA 72:37 tax exemption for the blind. If approved 
those meeting the appropriate criteria will receive a $10,000 exemption on their property assessment. 
This Article appears at the direction of the Department of Revenue Administration. 


George stated that the Town of Grafton has had 1 property owner who has come forward that would 
benefit from this exemption. Steve stated that this issue had come up last year and that the Department of 
Revenue Administration has suggested that Grafton approve this exemption. Brad Grange noted that the 
exemption is off the assessment and not a credit (off the taxes). Jeremy Olson asked what the impact on 
the taxes would be. George stated that it would be $10,000 off each exemption, equaling to 
approximately less than $.01 per thousand. Scott Smith asked if a millionaire move into Grafton who is 
blind would they be eligible for this exemption. Steve stated that he was not sure but thought there must 
be an income limit criteria with it. 


Article #10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,872 to be placed in the 
previously established Recreation Field Shelter Capital Reserve Fund, and further to authorize the 
selectmen to accept a donation of $8,872 from Friends of Grafton Community to fund this appropriation.

Motion to discuss by George Curran. Seconded by Steve Darrow. 


Brad Grange stated that this was another one of “those” articles where the intent needs to be disclosed. 
He noted that Merle Kenyon had been involved when these funds were raised. Merle stated that these 
monies used to be exempt from filing with the State, but now due to the paperwork and criteria these 
funds will eventually disappear through filing costs, etc so it is the intent to donate these funds to the 
existing Recreation Field Shelter Capital Reserve Fund with stipulations that the funds be used along with 
the intent of the Recreation Field Shelter monies. 


Amendment by George Curran. Seconded by Steve Darrow. 


To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $8,872 to be placed in the 
previously established Recreation Field Shelter Capital Reserved Fund. The sum of $8,872 will 
come from the unreserved fund balance. Should the donation not be received in 2011, this Article 
will be void. The Selectmen recommend this Article/ the Budget Committee recommends this 
article. 


Steve noted that the Department of Revenue Administration had made some language changes for 
correctness. George also noted that there will be a public hearing necessary to accept the donation, if 
approved. Deb Clough asked for clarification, stating that if the warrant article was specific to a shelter 
would the money need to be spent only on a shelter. George noted that the voters would need to vote to 
utilize the funds for a shelter or to change the intent. Merle stated his only concern was that it not be 
turned to the general fund. Vote on amendment: Yes — 40, No—0. (Vote passed.) 


Motion to limit consideration for Article #9 & 10 by Steve Darrow and seconded by Richard Blair. Vote: 
Yes — 40, No—0. 
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Article #11. To see if the Town will vote to turn off and remove street lights identified by the Board of 
Selectmen as not needed to light public facilities or to light dangerous road intersections. The street 
lights that will remain are: 

At the Town Hall 

At the intersection Turnpike Rd. and Rt4 

At the Library 

At the Town Offices/Fire & Ambulance Station 

At Huff Beach 

At the intersection Davis Road and Rt4 

At the Recycling Center (2) 

At the intersection Riddle Hill Rd. and Rt4 


George noted that this item was originally brought up in order to reduce public spending. George said 
that the Board had looked at each light location for safety reasons. George stated that it would be a cost 
savings of approximately $1500 in 2 years time. Deb Clough suggested that the lights be shut off at all 
intersections. Discussion ensued regarding the cost to remove the lights. George explained that currently 
there is no charge because we pay a premium rate but should we decide to change the plan it would not 
guarantee that there would be no cost at a future date. In response to William Walker’s question, George 
informed the body that the lights are owned by PSNH. Bill Walker asked if the Town planned on 
changing the lights to sodium. George affirmed that if possible, they would choose sodium as a cost 
saver. Elaina Bergamini inquired if the Town had considered motion detectors on the lights. George 
explained the benefits and risks of motion detectors. She said that she understood also that motion 
detectors do not work with sodium. Michelle Stockwell stated that in her conversation with the power 
company, they do not offer motion detectors for street lights. Further discussion ensued regarding putting 
the lights on timers. 


Richard Blair moved the question. Yes — 38, No—0 (Motion passed.) 

Article #12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,260 for the purpose of 
paying the salary of the Librarian to open the Grafton Free Public Library for three hours on Monday 
evenings from April through December 2011. (By Petition) (approximately $.01 per $1,000) The 
Selectmen recommend this Article/ the Budget Committee does not recommend this article. 


Motion to discuss by George Curran. Seconded by Steve Darrow. 


Brad Grange stated that the Budget Committee did not recommend this request. He stated that it was 
already available within the operating budget. David Rienzo responded that he disagreed and noted that 
the Library has become very active and is an asset to the townspeople and the Town should support these 
efforts. Deb Clough noted that utilization has increased 30% over the past year. The Library now has 
high speed internet available to the townspeople and they have replaced many books; more programs are 
offered and there are approximately 8-10 home schoolers who utilize the Library. Deb stated that when 
the 2010 budget reverted to the default the Trustees and she were under the impression that the increase 
voted on at the Deliberative would be turned over for their use and that had not happened. 


Motion to move the question by June Burrington and seconded by Brad Grange. Yes — 44, No — 0 
(Motion passed.) 


Motion to limit reconsideration on Articles #11 and 12 by Deb Clough and seconded by David Rienzo. 
Yes — 42, No— 0. (Motion passed.) 


Moderator Campbell asked the body to hold any motion for adjournment to ensure that she did not have 
any announcements. She also noted her appreciation for the body in recognizing her “newness” in the 
position and being patient. Campbell called for a 15 minute break and announced the meeting would 
reconvene at 10:55a.m. 

The meeting reconvened at approximately 11:06 a.m. Tim Condon made a motion to adjourn. Moderator 
Campbell refused to act on the motion noting that not all Articles had been discussed and that it was not

fair to those people who had presented the petitions or to the people who had come to the meeting to 
adjourn. 


Article #13. To see if the Town will vote to create three Town Auditor positions, whose election shall 
take place at the next annual town meeting. (By Petition) 


Motion to discuss by David Rienzo and seconded by June Burrington. 


Moderator Campbell asked if the person responsible for the petitioned article would like to present it. No 
one came forth. Deb Clough asked if the Town utilizes an outside firm. Steve noted that the Town does 
and that we used to have elected Auditors and he noted that the Board prefers using an outside firm. 
Susan Frost asked 1) if elected would they receive the same pay that the outside firm receives and 2) 
would there be training requirements. Steve noted that there is no requirement for training and that the 
petitioned article does not indicate any type of payment. George further stated that there was no term 
limit within the Article and stated that his wife, Pam, had been an elected Auditor and that it was often 
difficult to find 2 people to perform the duties, much less 3. He cautioned that an elected Auditor does 
not need to have professional or financial background, which in itself presents many issues/concerns. 
He stated that the Department of Revenue Administration also “accepts” the results of a professional 
auditor. Karen Meyers asked if the Town had any bad experiences in the past. Steve and George both 
concurred that there had been many issues/problems in the past when relying on nonprofessional 
Auditors. Lex Berezhny asked what the cost is for the auditing firm. George responded that it depends 
on what type of services the Selectmen ask them to perform. This past year it cost approximately $1,200 
for the Town Clerk’s books to be audited, $1,200 for the Treasurer and approximately $2,500 for the MS5 
(state form) to be prepared. Steve stated that the Board has received a letter from the State indicating they 
would be requiring additional audits in the future. 


Tina Pope presented an amendment which read, “To see if the town will vote to continue to use outside 
CPA rather than elect town Auditors.” Moderator Campbell stated that it would change the intent of the 
Article, therefore she disallowed it. 

Tim Condon made a motion to adjourn. Moderator Campbell did not recognize the motion. 

Thomas Ploszaj asked the Moderator why she was not following Roberts Rules of Order. Jeremy Olson 
asked what rules she was following. Moderator Campbell stated that she is not required to follow Roberts 
Rules of Order and that she was following the rules she set forth at the beginning of the meeting. 


Article #14. Are you in favor of requiring that the Town of Grafton set the date for payment of property 
tax bills be five days prior to Town Meeting? (By Petition) 

Motion to discuss by David Rienzo and seconded by June Burrington. 

Moderator Campbell asked if the person responsible for the petitioned warrant article would like to speak 
on it. Robert Hull stated that it was the intent to have town meeting and expenditures fresh on people’s 
minds when voting. Steve reminded the body that prior to having taxes due semi-annual the Town had to 
borrow money to run the affairs of the Town. Steve stated that while he appreciates the theory, it was not 
logistically feasible. Lex Berezhny asked Steve how it would be handled if the Article passes. Steve 
noted that in the past the DRA has disallowed them. 


Article #15. Are you in favor of a 3-man board of assessors to be the legal assessing authority for the 
town? (By Petition). 


Motion to discuss by David Rienzo and seconded by June Burrington. 

Bob Hull stated that the intent is to take the authority/responsibility away from the Selectboard and to 
relieve them of additional duties when they are already strapped. George stated that he had several issues 
with this Article. 1) when anything goes wrong it is the Board of Selectmen who are the responsible 
parties to defend the Town; 2) no term or stipend included in the Article; 3) no experience or 
background required; 4) possibility of being prejudice; people’s feelings often get in the way of judgment; 
5) need everything substantiated and the list could go on and on. George noted that it had been the 
experience of the Board that the prior Assessing firm did not perform up to expectations but that the 
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present firm is outstanding and that the Town actually saved approximately $3,000 thus far. He noted 
that the DRA requires statistical updates which require skills and abilities that not everyone possesses. 
He further noted that if the Town does not respond to the re-valuations and statistical updates the State 
comes in and does it for us and then the Town is responsible to pay a much higher price. Brian Fellers 
stated that the present assessing firm is assessing property in Grafton too high and that his house has been 
on the market and he cannot sell it. Steve noted that assessing is actually based on the historical data 
available and that anyone who feels their assessment is not fair has the right to apply for an abatement. 
Susan Frost noted that there is no salary or term included in the Article. Jeremy Olson stated that there is 
a state statue which covers all of the details. 


Motion to limit reconsideration for Articles #13, 14 and 15 by Maureen O’Reilly and seconded by 
Richard Blair. Yes — 37, No—0. (Motion passed.) 


Article #16. To see if the Town will vote to repeal warrant Article #24 of the Town Meeting of 1994, and 
the resulting ordinance, which prohibits the possession of open containers of alcoholic beverages and/or 
the consumption of same on town/property. Recommended by the Recreation Committee. (By Petition) 


Motion to discuss by George Curran and seconded by David Rienzo. 


Bob Hull stated that this Article was discussed and recommended by the Recreation Committee. Pam 
Grinley, Chairman of the Recreation Committee, stated that if it was discussed and recommended by the 
Recreation Committee, she, as Chairman was not aware of it. 


Article #17. To see if the Town will vote to create one Overseer of Public Welfare position, whose 
election shall take place at the next annual town meeting. (By Petition). 


Motion to discuss by Steve Darrow and seconded by David Rienzo. 


Bob Hull stated that this position would again, oversee the Public Welfare Office and relieve the 
responsibility from the Selectmen. George questioned, what was the pay? The term? Leaves the Town 
too volatile for litigation. Susan Frost asked who the “Overseer” would answer to. George responded, 
“to the voters until a problem arises”. Tim Condon stated that there are statuary laws to rely on and that 
the Selectmen should welcome reducing their responsibilities. George stated that “he was not running 
away from responsibility just because they have a lot of it”. Scott Smith asked if this would allow for 
favors and/or grudges and stated that it would bear legal ramifications. George agreed and noted the need 
for following guidelines and confidentiality. Sharon Walker responded that the Selectmen could still set 
guidelines and oversee the overseer. 


Motion to move the question by Gen Smith and seconded by Karen Meyers. Yes — 24, No-—0. (Motion 
passed.) 


Article #18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 for the purpose of 
supporting the Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. (By Petition) 


The Selectmen do not recommend this Article/ the Budget Committee does not recommend this 
article. 


Motion to discuss by Steve and seconded by George. 


Brad Grange, Budget Committee noted that the Selectmen had not supported the increase last year and the 
Council did not cut services and further noted that they receive donations to help offset this request. 
Steve stated that the Selectmen had made a concerted effort to level fund these requests last year but 
noted that the services they provide far outweigh our donation. 


Tim Condon asked the Moderator if this article could be amended according to the new law. Moderator 
Campbell stated that the dollar amount could be reduced to $0 or increased but the intent could not 
change. 

Keary Morse stated that he had actually sponsored the petitioned warrant article. He noted the many 
services that the Grafton County Senior Citizens Council provides to the Town of Grafton residents. 
Pam Grinley agreed that the services they provide surpass the donation. Maureen O’Reilly and Kathy 
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Lund both warned that if we cut the donation request and the Council does cut services the sme services 
may have to be provided through the Public Assistance Office. 


Motion to limit reconsideration by George Curran and seconded by Steve. Yes — 34, No 0. (Motion 
passed.)

Steve stated that it is perfectly legal for petitioners to gather 
signatures on Town property, but not for Town employees to do so. There was much discussion, including the 
need for clarity. There was time allowed for appropriate questions and then an amendment was presented by 
Sharon Walker.

University of New Hampshire Cooperative Extension’s mission is to provide New Hampshire citizens with 
research-based education and information to enhance their ability to make informed decisions that strengthen 
youth, families and communities, sustain natural resources, and improve the economy. 


Five full-time educators are based out of our North Haverhill office: Heather Bryant, Dave Falkenham, 
Kathleen Jablonski, Michal Lunak and Deborah Maes are supported by Rebecca Colpitts and Administrative 
Assistants Kristina Vaughan, Teresa Locke and Donna Lee. Lisa Ford, Program Associate, is located at the 
Whole Village Family Resource Center in Plymouth. 


Trained volunteers support our programs in agriculture, forestry and youth development. Another group of 
volunteers serves on the Grafton County Extension Advisory Council and provide support and direction for our 
programs. Check out our Grafton County website to see a current list of members 
http://extension.unh.edu/Counties/Grafton/Grafton.htm. 


Grafton County has 26 Master Gardener volunteers who work in 25 communities. Last year they contributed a 
total of 994 hours of education and service. These volunteers work on projects such as the Memorial Garden at 
the County Nursing Home and the Gardening Empowerment Project at the Whole Village Family Resource 
Center in Plymouth. 


Our Nutrition Connections program at Whole Village in Plymouth uses the on-site gardens to teach nutrition to 
adults and children and uses the teaching kitchen to show adults and children how to make healthy food choices 
and stretch their food dollar. Almost 350 youth and adults participated in programming during the past year. 
Interns from Plymouth State University also support the program. 


Our Agricultural program hosts multiple workshops each year for commercial agriculture and back yard food 
producers. In addition, a Sustainable Agriculture Research and Education grant supported a pepper trial in 
collaboration with the County Farm. Over 1,000 pepper plants representing 13 varieties resulted in a donation 
of approximately 2,000 pounds of peppers to local food banks and senior centers. Additionally, valuable data 
on yield, quality and consumer preference was obtained. 


Our Forestry program works with professional loggers and foresters to improve local forest management. 
During the past year $250,000 in logging contracts by licensed foresters and loggers resulted in over $120,000 
being paid directly to landowners for timber cut on their land. Educational workshops reached communities on 
such topics as selling timber, tree identification, wildlife management and Current Use regulations. 


Our Statewide Dairy program coordinates and conducts programing and site visits year round to educate 
farmers on risk management programs, business management, livestock care and herd management. The 
program supports the 134 statewide commercial dairy farms that produced over 290,000,000 pounds of milk in 
2010. Gross milk and livestock sales accounted for $60,000,000 in New Hampshire last year. 


Our 4-H Youth Development program coordinates training for the 103 volunteers who contributed over 9,300 
hours of time in supporting numerous club events and over 15 county wide events each year. The economic 
value of this time is almost $200,000. The 4-H program also offers technical support and training for after- 
school students and staff on the topics of healthy living and science education. 


Our Family & Consumer Resources program has offered over 150 foods safety classes since 2,000 targeting 
food service workers. Over 1,000 food service workers have attended locally taught national certification 
classes in food safety. Eighty-eight percent have received certification. 


Our office uses social media as well as weekly news columns, resource notebooks at local public libraries and 
an electronic calendar to reach a larger county audience. Find us on Facebook under UNH Cooperative 
Extension—Grafton County.
